NORTH  AMERICAN  FREE  TRADE  AGREEMENT 

President  Bush  and  the  leaders  of  Canada  and  Mexico  participated  in  a  ceremony  in  October  1992  to  spotlight  an  agreement  designed  to  create  the 
world's  largest  and  richest  free  trade  zone,  'This  meeting  marks  a  turning  point  in  the  history  of  our  three  countries,"  Bush  said  as  Canadian  Prime  Minister 
Brian  Mulroney  and  Mexican  President  Carlos  Salinas  de  Gortari  looked  on.  The  three  leaders  watched  as  their  trade  ministers  initialed  the  2,000-page 
document  that  was  negotiated  in  August  1992,  Under  US.  law.  Bosh  is  prevented  from  actually  signing  the  agreement  until  December  17.  For  the 
agreement  to  go  into  effect,  it  must  be  approved  by  the  legislatures  of  all  three  countries,  The  NAFTA  accord  would  create  the  world's  largest  free  trade  area 
by  removing  all  trade  barriers  among  the  countries  over  1 5  years.  Bush  says  the  agreement  ultimately  will  create  jobs  in  this  country,  but  opponents  said  k 
could  cost  up  to  550,000  U.S.  jobs  over  the  next  decade.

The  central  Bay  region  of  the  country  has  been  most  affected  It  servedas  the  main  battleground  fi 
clans  fighting  for  supremacy  after  Siad  Barre's  ouster.  Consequently,  its  harvests  were  most  disrupte 
and  its  people  most  uprooted  and  displaced  and  left  in  great  jeopardy. 

More  than  a  million  Sora&Us  have  fled  their  homeland  for  refugee  camps  in  neighboring  councrie 
with  the  wealthier  ones  seeking  safe  haven  in  Europe,  the  United  Stares,  Canada  and  elsewhere. 

Central  Somalia  &  where  the  international  community  has  concentrated  its  relief  efforts,  with  airiif 
to  the  towns  of  Belet  Huen,  Baidoa,  Bardeta  and  Hoddur,  and  airdrops  to  smaller  villages  in  ti 
region. 

Many  have  died  to  the  factional  fighting  that  has  driven  the  nation  since  former  leader  Siad  Barre 
ouster.  Casualty  estimates  range  front  conservative  figures  of  10,000  to  the  60,000  estimated  by  tt

3  in  1 1  innings  in  Game  6.  Afrer  surviving  more  ninth-inning  magic  from  the  Braves,  the  Blue  Jays  won  it  all  —  and  lost  their  loser's 
label  forever  —  when  Dave  Winfiekf  s  first  World  Series  exrra  base  hit  scored  two  runs  with  two  out.  " 

"It's  been  a  long,  hard  battle,"  Toronto  manager  Cito  Gaston  said.  "But  I  said  from  opening  day,  these  guys  have  been  focusing  on 
this  very  thing."

Hurricane  Andrew  struck  southern  Florida  on  August  24,  1992,  with  wind  gmrmg  to  164  mph  tad  I  hd  lUfge  thit 

flattened  many  homes,  uprooted  trees,  flung  boats  into  the  Streets  and  wrecked  on  entire  Air  Forte  base. 

Trie  hurricane  continued  on,  carving  us  way  through  the  plantation  country  of  Louisiana,  throwing  tornadoes  tike  duns  dt  a 
100-mile-wide  target  and  pumping  torrents  ot  rain  at  storm-weary  Louisiantans. 

Fifty-five  deaths  were  dirccdy  or  mdirealy  linked  to  the  hurricane  —  4 1  in  Florida,  10  in  Louisiana  and  four  in  the  BohuniS. 

The  hurricane's  54-hour  U.S.  rampage,  the  most  expensive  natural  disaster  ever  in  the  country,  caused  an  estimated  $20 
billion  in  Florida,  $1.5  billion  in  Louisiana  and  $250  million  in  the  Bahamas. 

"It's  like  a  bomb  hit,''  said  one  Florida  City  resident,  looking  at  the  remains  of  the  trailer  park  where  he  and  his  wife  had 
lived. 

Tent  cities  were  set  up  in  Florida  wirh  room  for  3, BOO  people. 


THE  BREAK-UP  OF  YUGOSLAVIA 

The  territory  of  Yugoslavia  for  centuries  was  a  battleground  between  the  Austm-Hungafian  and  Ottoman  empires,  la 
1918,  the  Kingdom  of  the  Serbs,  Croars  and  Slovenes  was  declared,  and  in  1929  it  was  renamed  Yugoslavia.  The  new- 
country  was  torn  by  demands  for  autonomy  by  Croatians  who  opposed  Serbian  domination.  Of  the  24  million  people  living 
there,  Serbs  account  for  about  36  percent  and  the  Croats  for  about  20  percent  of  the  population.  Other  Slav  groups  are  the 
Slovenes,  8  percent;  and  the  Montenegrins,  $  percent.  Ethnic  Albanians  make  up  9  percent  of  the  population.  This  ethnic 
diversity  has  been  a  source  of  strife  for  centuries.  President  Tito,  who  ruled  from  1945  until  his  death  in  1980,  kept  a  tight 
lid  on  these  internal  ethnic  rivalries.  Since  his  death,  however,  central  power  has  been  eaten  away  by  the  feuding  republics. 
Inhabitants  of  the  territory  are  confronted  daily  by  the  shelling,  sniper  fire  and  death  of  war.  They  take  to  the  streets  during 
,the  occasional  ceasefire,  pushing  and  shoving,  trying  to  buy  bread  and  other  staples  necessary  to  live.  The  war  has  left 
thousands  dead,  has  sent  more  than  a  million  fleeing  and  led  to  the  creation  of  dreaded  detention  camps,  likened  to  those  of 
Nazi  Germany. 


DEMOCRATIC  NATIONAL  CONVENTION 

Presidential  candidate  Bill  Clinton  and  his  running  mate.  Senator  Ai  Gore,  held  arms  aloft  and  stood  before  a  convention 
hail  brimming  with  euphoria  and  confidence  on  Jury  17,  1992,  in  New  York's  Madison  Square  Garden.  Exhilaration  swept 
through  the  convention  ball. 

In  an  emotional  address  to  the  convention,  Clinton  told  delegates  he  accepted  the  nomination  '"in  the  name  of  all  the 
people  who  do  the  wotk,  pay  the  taxes,  raise  the  kids  and  play  by  the  rules  —  the  hard-working  Americans  who  make  up 
our  forgotten  middle  class." 

The  speech  brought  to  a  fesrive,  footstomping  close  a  four-day  Democratic  convention  that  adopted  a  moderate  platform 
reflecting  the  message  of  its  baby-boomer  ticket. 

"Jobs.  Health  care.  Education,  These  commitments  aren't  just  promises  from  my  lips,"'  Clinton  said.  "They  are  the  work 
of  my  life/' 


COLUMBUS  ANNIVERSARY 


Escorted  by  mote  than  1,000  private  boats,  replicas  of  Christopher  Columbus'  ships  arrived  in  the  United  Stares  on  February  15,  1992,  as  part  of  the  500th  anniversary  celebration 
of  his  voyage  to  the  New  World.  Miami,  FL  was  the  first  stop  in  a  20-city  U.S.  tour  where  more  than  5,000  people  cheered  from  docks  and  waterfront  roads  as  the  wooden 
reproductions  of  the  Nina,  Pinta  and  Santa  Maria  sailed  into  its  harbor.  Having  toured  Spain,  France,  Italy  and  Portugal,  the  ships  crossed  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  visited  the 
Dominican  Republic  and  the  Bahamas.  The  ships,  christened  in  Spain  in  1990,  were  built  with  the  same  materials  carpenters  used  to  build  the  original  ships.  Hand-forged  nails  were 
modeled  after  some  recovered  from  a  l6eh  century  shipwreck.  The  sails  are  made  of  linen,  the  closest  natural  fiber  to  the  original  hemp  canvas.  From  October  through  December, 
1992,  the  ships  are  scheduled  to  scop  in  the  California  cities  of  San  Francisco,  San  Luis  Obispo,  Los  Angeles,  San  Juan  de  Capistrano  and  San  Diego.

Hinds  Community  College  is  the  only  two-year  college  that  is  a 
member  of  an  academic  consortium  of  several  colleges  and  universities 
in  the  southern  and  southwestern  United  States  supporting  an  in- 
ternational study  program  entitled  the  "British  Studies  Program."  The 
British  Studies  Program  is  a  residential  summer  session  offered  annually 
during  July  and  August  in  London,  England. 

While  allowing  participants  ample  free  time  for  independent  travel, 
the  session  offers  courses  in  Anthropology,  Art,  Clothing  and  Textiles, 
Community  Health,  Computer  Science,  Criminal  Justice,  Education, 
English,  History,  Hotel  Restaurant,  and  Tourism  Management,  Jour- 
nalism/RFT,  Library  Science,  Music,  Nursing,  Philosophy,  Psychology, 
Planning,  Political  Science,  Sociology,  Speech  and  Hearing  Sciences, 
Theatre,  and  Business  Courses. 

In  this  program,  the  majority  of  onsite  lecturing  is  coordinated  by 
local  British  scholars,  exposing  students  to  leading  experts  in  their 
fields.  Five  week  and  three  week  courses  are  offered.  Financial  aid  is  also 
available. 

A  mini-break  is  also  scheduled  to  allow  time  for  personal  travel 
outside  of  London,  along  with  low-cost  optional  day  tours  to  general 
places  of  interest;  Cambridge,  Dover,  Canterbury,  Stratford-upon- 
Avon,  Oxford,  and  Stonehenge  are  often  included.

Sports  ^Halt  of  Fame 


Levi  M.  Barber  Jr.  was  at  his  best  as  a  halfback  for  the 
football  Eagles.  He  was  the  leading  scorer  when  the  team 
became  State  Champion  in  1957.  He  entered  Louisiana 
College  in  1961  on  a  football  scholarship,  where  he  played 
offensive  halfback  and  defensive  cornerback.  His  1961 
offensive  record  included  78  carries  with  a  total  of  792 
yards  and  22  receptions  for  240  yards.  Defensively,  he  had 
one  interception  fot  a  58  yard  touchdown,  16  solo  tackles, 
16  assisted  tackles,  and  was  the  team's  leading  rusher.  He 
coached  at  various  schools  until  1975. 


Edward  O.  Kelson  played  offensive  center  and  defensive 
linebacker  on  the  Conference  Championship  winning  Eagle 
football  team  his  freshman  year.  As  a  sophomore,  he 
played  offensive  and  defensive  tackle,  and  captained  the 
team  to  a  league  championship.  The  same  year  he  boxed 
his  way  to  the  state  and  Mid-South  Golden  Gloves  light 
heavyweight  championships.  After  graduating  from 
Southern  Mississippi,  he  coached  for  14  years  at  Texas 
City  High  School,  becoming  director  of  athletics  for  Texas 
City  Independent  School  District. 


Walter  H.  Gibbs  was  a  student  at  Hinds  from  1931- 
1934.  After  graduation  from  Mississippi  State  in  1936,  he 
started  coaching  Girls'  basketball  from  1936-1951,  taking 
his  1948-49  and  1949-50  teams  to  win  rhe  state 
championships.  His  overall  coaching  record  was  82-8. 
Besides  being  a  remarkable  coach,  he  served  until  1980  as 
instructor  and  Vo-Tech  dean. 


Troy  Ariis  Ricks  was  a  natural  athlete  who  excelled  in  basketball 
all  through  high  school  and  junior  college,  and  was  voted  MVP 
and  All  State  repeatedly.  At  Delta  State  College  he  was  selected  for 
the  NAIB  All  Tournament  and  All  American  teams  in  1940  and 
1941,  and  was  the  leading  scorer  with  an  average  of  21  points  per 
game.  He  was  elected  to  the  Delta  State  Sports  HalJ  of  Fame  in  its 
second  year.  Ricks  played  professional  basketball  before  becoming 
principal  of  Hinds  High  in  1949.  He  also  coached  basketball, 
obtaining  a  two  year  coaching  record  of  40-3.  He  was  head 
basketball  coach  at  Hinds  Junior  College  from  1957-1970  with  his 
1967  team  winning  the  College's  first  state  championship.  In  1970 
he  received  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  from  the  Mississippi 
Association  of  Coaches. 


The  1992  Hinds  Community  College  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame  inducted  five  new  members,  one 
posthumously,  at  the  annual  induction  banquet 
held  Thursday  evening,  October  22,  at  5:30  PM 
in  McKenzie  Arena. 


Charles  E.  Shores  was  a  versatile  player,  and  alternately 
played  most  positions.  In  his  first  year,  the  Eagles  were 
undefeated,  and  in  1947  he  was  named  All  Star  and  All 
Conference.  Through  the  years  he  has  served  as  an  athletic 
official  —  34  years  with  junior  college  football;  44  years 
with  high  school  football;  and  25  years  with  high  school, 
college,  and  semi-pro  American  Legion  baseball.

Louis  Strickland,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1947  and  the  1986  Sports 
Hall  of  Fame,  was  named  1992  Hinds  Community  College  Alumnus  of 
the  Year.  Strickland  died  on  September  20,  1992. 

Strickland,  who  retired  in  1990  as  director  of  the  Addie  McBryde 
Center  for  the  Blind,  in  Jackson,  served  Hinds  for  many  years  as  a 
member  of  the  HCC  Development  Foundation  Board,  the  Hinds  Alumni 
Association,  and  the  Rankin  County  Alumni  Chapter. 

A  native  of  Benton,  Mississippi,  Strickland  completed  his  last  year  of 
high  school  at  Hinds.  After  serving  in  World  War  II,  he  returned  to 
Hinds  and  the  Eagle  football  field  before  transferring  to  Delta  State 
University  on  a  football  scholarship. 

His  career  included  a  number  of  years  of  teaching  and  coaching  at 
Picayune  and  Brandon  high  schools  and  five  years  as  a  business  owner 
before  becoming  a  counselor  with  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation  for  the  Blind,  in  1967. 

He  became  a  facility  specialist  for  the  department,  coordinating  the 
evaluation  and  training  programs  at  facilities  for  the  blind  throughout  the 
state.  His  duties  also  included  helping  to  plan  and  set  up  a  number  of 
facilities  for  the  blind,  including  the  Addie  McBryde  Center. 

Strickland  was  active  in  professional  and  civic  organizations  connected 
with  helping  the  blind.  These  include  the  Association  for  Educational  and 
Rehabilitation  of  the  Blind  and  Visually  Impaired,  the  American  Council 
of  the  Blind,  and  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Workers  for  the  Blind,  for 
which  he  served  a  term  as  president;  in  addition  he  held  every  office  with 
the  Brandon  Lions  Club,  of  Lions  International,  a  world  service  or- 
ganization devoted  to  supporting  services  for  the  blind. 

Strickland  is  survived  by  his  wife  Bonnie,  and  three  daughters,  Sharon 
Cannon,  Susan  Crawford,  and  Stephanie  Smith;  and  six  grandchildren.
